CHICAGO (AP) - An angered 


Mayor Richard J. Daley and 'a 
Negro church leader were jeered 
from the speaker's platform at a 
Fourth of July rally which gath- 
ered an estimated 20,000 persons 
on Chicago's downtown lakefront. 


Daley, boss of the Democratic 


*?!rty! in Illinois, led a 3'/2 mile 
"Freedom March" through the 
downtown area sponsored by the 
National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People. 


The march and rally were ar- 


ranged in connection with the 
NAACP's national convention. The 
convention sessions, suspended for 
Independence Day. resume today. 


More 'than 100 whites and Ne- 


groes waved anti-Daley placards 
«s they rushed down the aisles 
ip the platform. The placards re- 
flected claims of segregation in 
Chicago schools and ghetto condi- 
tions in Negro sections of the city. 
. "Tokenism must 
go." they 


shouted each time the mayor at- 
tempted to speak. "Down with 
ghetto! Daley must go!" 


The din raised by the demon- 


strators, a number of them beard- 


I, forced Daley to stop after he 
'aid: "We recognize your prob- 
lem, and are trying to do some- 
thing about it.".

his welcoming address and thun- 
dered into the microphone, "I rec- 
ognize a contingent of the Repub- 
lican party is here," then walked 
off.

Top Clerics 
Are Held in 
Park Dispute 


BALTIMORE, Md. (AP) — The 


Rev. Dr. Eugene Carson Blake, 
chief, executive officer of'4he Unit- 
ed Presbyterian Church, and other 
Protestant, 
Catholic and Jewish 


clergymen were arrested when 
they attempted to integrate an 
amusement park near Baltimore 
in a massive Independence Day 
demonstration. 


At least 36 clergymen 
were 


among the 283 whites and1 Negroes 
arrested. The police docket in 
suburban Woodlawn, where the 
Gwynn Oak amusement park is 
located, read like a religious 
who's who. 


All were charged under Mary- 


land's trespass law which permits 
the owner of a business to refuse 
ntrance to any person he wishes, 
ixty-nine demonstrators who had 
o be carried from the park also 
vere charged with disorderly con- 
uct. 
To the hundreds of patrons who 


lad flocked to Ihe G8-acre park 
or a July 4th picnic complete 


roller-coaster rides, ferris 


vheel and carnival barkers, the 
Jemonstration was just added ex- 
citement.

3 Killed in 
Convict's Dash 
for Freedom 


AMERICUS, Ga. (AP)-A state 


patrolman's 
200-yard rifle shot 


from behind a hedgerow ended a 
killing spree by a convict whose 
Independence Day bid for free- 
dom left three persons dead,, one 
wounded1 and four hostages thank- 
ful they survived. 


One of the hostages, plucky 14- 


year-old Richard Hale, emptied a 
pistol at the dying killer after the 
patrolman's bullet tore through 
the prisoner's chest as he at- 
tempted to dig a foxhole in a 
pecan field.

Melvin Allen Weaver, 23, a con- 


victed 
robber 
from 
Franklin, 


Ohio, died holding a gun and a 
stick he had' been using to dig 
the foxhole. He left behind him 
a trail of death and threats of 
death. 


It began in a hospital in the 


quiet town of Marianna in the 
northwest Florida panhandle. It 
ended 120 miles away in a pecan 
grove near this southwest Geor- 
gia town with Patrolman Robert 
Benson's rifle shot. 


Benson, 28,, is a veteran of the 


Korean War who won an expert 
marksman's badge in the Army,. 


"It was just luck, but I don't 


think he ever knew what hit him," 
he said. "I don't believe the boy 
killed him. I think this rifle shot 
did;. 


"I didn't even raise up. I just 


poked it through the bushes and 
the fence and shot. The boyi was 
standing only about three or four 
feet away and Weaver had guns 
all around him. It was just luck 
that I hit him right." 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Secre- 


tary of Labor W. Willard Wirtz 
called on both sides today to 
make a last-ditch effort to settle 
the railroad work rules dispute by 
collective bargaining. He asked 
for an answer by Sunday. 


If no agreement is reached to 


continue talks, the railroads al- 
ready have said they will put con- 
troversial New York rules in to ef- 
fect after midnight Wednesday. 


Union officials have warned this 


would bring an immediate strike! 


Wirtz,, in a news conference aft^ 


er a 30-minute meeting with the 
negotiators for the railroads and 
five operating unions, indicated 
that, if his proposal was reject- 
ed, the administration would seek 
legislation immediately. 


Wirtz proposed a temporary so- 


lution for two key issues in the 
dispute, the question of removal 
of some 40,000 firemen f r o m 
freight and yard trains,, and the 
make-up of the crews of all,trains 
aside from those riding in .the car. 


In both issues,, he proposed ac- 


ceptance of the recommendations 
of 
a 
presidential 
emergency 


board in May as a basis for a 
two-year trial. 


During this two years, a new 


group with equal representation 
from unions and the railroads 
would: study the qucslion. 


To iron out details of the tem- 


porary agreement, 
Wirtz called 


for a 20-day negotiating period 
beyond the Wednesday deadline, 
with both sides agreement that 
James J. Reynolds,, assistant sec- 
retary of labor, would make a 
binding decision on any issue not 
settled during the period. 


A strike would affect virtually 


all U.S. railroads and could idle 
up to 700,000 workers. 


The dispute centers around the 


announced intention of the rail- 
roads to institute new work rules, 
doing away with thousands of 
jobs 
which they say are not 


necessary. They call such jobs 
"featherbedding." 


The unions involved—represent- 


ing about 200,000 workers—claim 
present work rules must be main, 
tained for safe operation of the 
trains. 


They had warned they would 


strike immediately if the rules 
changes were put into effect. And 
a rail labor spokesman has re- 
ported the unions have been no- 
tified 
the 
rules changes 
will 


become effective July 11, the day 
after the bargaining deadline. 


Kennedy has warned both sides 


that if they are unable to reach 
an agreement by the deadline he 
will ask Congress for "new legis- 
lation which will protect the public 
against a loss of its rail trans- 
port."

Was There a Nazareth? 
Ancient Hebrew Writing 
on Stone May Be Clue

LOUISVILLE, Ky. (AP)-Was 


Jesus 
from 
Nazareth? 
Indeed, 


was there a Nazareth in his time, 
or was it invented to satisfy pil- 
grims to the place where Jesus 
lived!? 


A workman's accidental dis- 


covery of a fragment of a Hebrew 
inscription on marble may help 
answer these questions. The frag- 
ment is being studied by the Is- 
rael Department of Antiquities of 
Hebrew University. 


Shalom Attiah noticed the chunk 


of marble in his wheelbarrow at 
an excavation site at Caesarea, 
Israel, 
on 
the 
Mediterranean 


Coast. 


Dr. Jerry Vardaman, archaeol- 


ogy professor at the Southern 
Baptist Theological Seminary in 
Louisville, who had charge of the 
digging,, recalled that workmen 
had been told to be watchful be- 
cause 
some 
searchers 
were 


growing disheartened and careless 
near the end of the season. 


The seminary has a copy of the 


fragment!, which is said to add to 
evidence that Nazareth did exist in 
the time of Jesus. The inscription 
on the marble was part of a list 
of Jewish priestly families and the 


towns where they lived in Gali- 
lee. 


Authorities place the fragment 


in the period of the late second to 
the fourth century, A.D Dr. Vat-d- 
aman sold live inscriiplioiii contains 
the earliest known Hebrew refer- 
ences to Na/arcth. 


Many shohTrs! have contended 


that Jesus lived in Choraizin or 
Capernaum. The Name "Naza- 
rcnc" as applied to Jesus some 
times is said lo refer to a pre- 
Christian religious group. 


Skepticism on the subject was 


noted in (lie Encylopodia Bibli. 
ca: 


"It is very doubtful whether the 


beautiful mountain village of Naz- 
areth itself was really the dwell- 
ing place of Jesus. No such town 
as Nazareth is mentioned in the 
Old Testament, in Josephus, or in 
the Talmud." 


Dr. Vardaman said he is certain 


some sort of settlement existed 
at the present site of Nazareth in 
Jesus' time.

Dear Desperate: Complete ma-

The agony 
you are now experiencing is the 
price that most females must pay 
for a few moments of unpremedi- 
tated "rapture.," 


Never mind now whose fault it 


may have been. You should! not 
pass the blame to your mother. 
When you let physical desire ov- 
ercome reason and morality, you 
alone are accountable,, not your 
mother, or your boy friend. Per- 
laps your mother's overprotective- 
ness has something to do with it. 
Perhaps it was the boy's persuas- 
iveness.

But regardless of your mother, 


you should consult your doctor 
and minister and be prepared to 
follow their advice.

Don't let the fear of con- 
demnation steer you away from 
the firm resolve to be guided by 
rational judgment rather than by 
irrational emotion. 


You need not feel alone in cop-
